PARTS, Dec, 14,—As his 
last official act before hand­ 
ing in his resignation, Pre­ 
mier Edouard Herriot today 
advised the United States 
officially that France was 
withholding the war debt 
payment due tomorrow. 
In a communication to Secretary 
of State Henry L. Stimson, Herriot 
informed the United States govern­ 
ment that the Chamber of Deputies 
had voted him out of office and 
adopted a resolution postponing the 
payment until Washington consents 
to a war debt revision conference. 
Herriot May Be Restored 
Meanwhile, there were indications 
that Herriot, who staked his politi- [ 
cal 
prestige 
on 
“the honor of 
France’s signature” might again be 
chosen as premier. 
President Lebrun interviewed nu- 
merous party leaders, and virtually 
all of them urged that Herriot again 
be charged with the task of forming 
a new government.

HARRISBURG, Dec. 14.—It may be near Christmas and all 
that, but Gov. Gifford Pinchot today moved to prevent the tax­ 
payers from playing a “combination of Santa Claus and Easter 
bunny” by furnishing members and employes of the legislature with 
the so-called “loot packages”. The packages are made up of what 
the governor called “assorted jimcracks and gew-gaws”. 
Writing to General Edward Martin, state treasurer and Repub­ 
lican state chairman, the governor announced that he would not 
approve requisitions for “the loot packages”, entailing an expense 
of $25,000 for the* coming session. Quoting from one of General 
Martin’s speeches on “cutting out frills” in the cost of government 
the governor asked the state treasurer also to withhold his ap­ 
proval of the requisitions. 
Listing the number of each article asked in the requisition, the 
governor pointed out that for practically all of them enough was 
requested to furnish not only the entire membership of each house 
but also employes and friends. 
One instance cited by the governor was the request of the house 
for 540 fountain pens although there are but 208 members. The 
senate, the governor said is “more modest” and asked for only 96 
pens to supply 50 members.

bile accidents. 
"It was conservatively estimated 
th a t the increased cost to the m u­ 
nicipal government itself, due to the 
reduced standard of lighting was j 
more than the saving in street light- j 
! ing costs. 
In addition, the loss to I 
I individual citizens further offset the 
decrease which had been made in 
street lighting. As a result of these 
facts, which were determined by 
careful surveys, Detroit set aside the 
[street lighting changes which had 
been made and reinstated its orig- 
! inal system. 
"New’ Castle has a modern, well 
planned street lighting system, in- j 
stalled under the direction of our 
city officials who engaged a compe- 
\ tent lighting engineer to assist them i 
in laying it out. 
As a result, it is j 
not a hit or miss system, but one 
] w’hich has been developed in an or- ; 
derly, scientific way to meet the 
I needs of the community. 
"The result of this has been a low 
accident record in the city, as evi­ 
denced by the low automobile liabil­ 
ity insurance rate in effect. 
Thir, 
is of tangible benefit to everyone in 
the community, not only those who 
drive automobiles, but every pedes­ 
trian as well. The change to a low­ 
er standard of street lighting would, 
as in Detroit and in other cities 
th at have tried and realized their 
| mistake, undoubtedly be a step back- i 
ward which, from an actual out-of- 
pocket cast standpoint, would be of j 
; very doubtful value.”
